In this con- 
condition there is no digestive dis- 
turbance. The mother notes that 
the baby does not vomit and never has 
diarrhoea. He’ seems reasonably com- 
fortable and happy, does not cry unduly 
and sleeps very well. The observing 
mother notes that her baby is not grow- 
| ing just as he should. The weekly w 
ing shows that he is not gaining in 
weight. She also notices thet he is con- 
stipated and that his stools are grayish 
in color. They fall from the diaper. His 
digestion is all right. 

If he is a breast fed baby there is a 
possibility that he is not getting enough 
food, that he is hungry and iliy nour- 
ished. If this is the cause of his trouble 
he will be hungry all the time, will try 
to eat his fists and will cry a great 
deal. If he is bottle fed and, in some 


T= mildest of all nutritional dis- 


trouble is that he is getting more fat 
than he can assimilate. Examination of 
his stool showe an excess of fat. The 
treatment is to give him a milk mixture 
that contains less fat. ! 

If, in addition to a stationary weight, 
ithe baby has diarrhcea the condition hes 
passed from weight disturbance to the 
next step in nutritional disturbance, 


is not well chosen, since in most minds 
it ig associated with stomach indiges- 
tion. In dyspepsia there is impaired 
tolerance of fats and also impaired tol- 
erance of sugars. The sugars and fats 
which are not utilized are split into low, 
fatty acids, and these irritate the mucous 
membrane and bring on diarrhea. 

The baby with a dyspeptic diarrhea 
is restless and has colicky pains. It may 
vomit. Fever is sometimes present; 
mvre frequently it is absent. While the 
chiid does not seem to be thriving he is 
not defin'tely sick. The bowel move- 
ments may be green from unoxidized 


or f and brown from fermenting 
sugar, especially if malt sugar is given. 
They have a sour odor.

TREATMENT — The baby with dys- 
peptic diarrhcea should take a dose of 
oil and go without food for twelve hours, 
Water in small quantities should be fre- 
quently given. Then give very light diet 
for a few days. 

One sugsestion is that ten ounces of 
albumin milk [Hoos or some other good 
preparation] containing 2 per cent dextri- 
maitose be given in six feedings in the 
twenty-four hours. This ts a little less 
than two ounces at a feeding. This is 
increased at the rate of four ounces a 
day for three days. At the end of this 
time if the diarrhoea is mild the child 
will be ready to go back on milk. 

The fault with the original diet was 
that it contained more fat and more 
sugar than the child could assimilate. 
Therefore, in changing the child back 
to a diet of modified milk there should 
be a decrease in the amount of fat and 
sugar or cereal as compared with the 
diet in use when the sickness occurred. 
The services of a physician should 
be had in all severe cases of dyspeptic 
diarrhoea, but the mether and nurse 
should know the basic cause of the 
trouble if they are to intelligently carry. 
out directions. 3 

The third type of nutritional disturb- 
ance in a baby the Germans term.-ali- 
mentary decomposition. In this disease 
there is marked loss of weight—in fact, 
the older name for this trovble was 
marasmus, which indicated that the 
children wasted away. Fever is pres-. 
ent, as are vomiting and diarrheea. Ali- 
mentary decomposition is a later and 
a@ more serious stage of the condition 
which, when milder, {is called dys-. 
pepsia. In fact, if the baby has a mild

same time keeping the fats and sugars 
down to quantities and percentages — 
which the child can digest. 

A physician or a trained nurse, or 
both, should man the ship. These cases 
do not get well when left to the care of 
persons unskilled in feeding babies. —

very subject to infections of different 
kinds.

EXUDATIVE DIATHESIS. In Hoos’ 
pamphlet, which is based on the standard 
text books on pediatrics, the different 
diatheses are set down as being matters 
of inheritance. While they are, in great 


part, they are greatly dependent on nus /[ 


trition. At least by changing the diet 
the prominent symptoms can be cured- 
The babies -who get tetter on the head, 
milk crust, salt rheum, seborrhoea of the 
scalp, eczema of the face, and any of 
that group of eruptions, are the babies 
with exudative diathesis. Some of them 
develop adenoids and enlarged tonsils. 
The great majority of babies with the 
exudative diathesis are fat. They do 
well when the amount of milk given is 
lessened. Especially should there be a 
reduction in sugars, starches, and fats. 
Fruit juices can be given young babies. 
Older babies can have fruit juices and 
vegetable soups and vegetables proper 
for their age. 

NERVOUS BABIES—Nervous babies 
are restless after feeding, sensitive to 
noises, and do not sleep soundly. Instead 
of being fed at four hour intervals, they 
do betier when fed less at a time every 
three hours instead of four. Fruit juices. 
vegetable soups, and, as soon as is advis- 
able, vegetables may be given. Thetrain- 
ing of a nervous baby as to its habits, its 
temper, its poise and contro! are all im 
portant. Such training should be begun 
in the first month of life, ' 

The spasmophilic baby is the baby 
which is subject to convulsions and, a 
little later, croup and asthma. Such ba- 
bies are very apt to have crumbling, poor 
teeth. The best preventive of spas- 
mophilla is to breast feed. 

The medicinal treatment consists in the 
daily use for a long time of chloride of 
lime. The condition seems to be due to a 
deficiency of lime salts. To cure it, lime 
must be stored In the system througb 
prolonged daily administration. Physi- 
cians prescribe phosphoric acid and cod 
liver oil in this condition, because these 
medicines assist in storing lime in the 
tissues.

In the first place, the Japanese population in Manchuria 
has shown a steady increase during recent years. The. 
Population, which was 58,000 in 1908, jumped up to 81,000 
in 1911 and to 100,000 in 1914. There is no doubt that, 
thanks to the Chino-Japanese treaty of May, 1915, which 
enlarged the rights and facilities of Japanese residents in 
‘China, our migration not only to Manchuria but also to 
other parts of the Chinese dependencies will increase in 
the near future. In the second place, Japan, like other 
countries of the allies, is preparing for greater. commercial 
activities and greater industrial developments in order to 
help to displace permanently the German trade in the far 
east. This will mean a greater demand for labor at home 
and a corresponding decrease in the tendencies to emi- 
gration. 

Short and imperfect though this sketch fs, tt will, I hope, 
show that no revival of emigration after the war to places 
outside Asia is probable, excepting, perhaps, some South 
American states which welcome the Japanese for .develop- 
ing their resources and with which no friction is considered 
possible. The policy of the Japanese government after the 
war will be the same as that pursued before and during 
the war. As to the contention of filatures, which stand 
in a leading position in relation to our export industries, 
they are conducted on a small scale. In cotton weaving 
the number of mechanical looms is very few, while domestic 
industry and small manufacturers predominate. Assuming 
that the growth of the labor movément keeps pace with 
industrial concentration, it is no wonder that the move- 
met is but poorly developed in Japan.

Those well versed in social prob- 
lems know that such a movement grows hand in hand 
with the legal recognition of the right of strikes and the 
freedom of association for the working class. In Japan 
there is a policc law called a “ peace preservation law,” 
which prohibits any strike, whether it is carried on through 
violence and intimidation or not, under the penalty of 
imprisonment or fine. 

Formerly this_law was not strictly {fn feree, but the 
government, alarmed at the dangerous tendencies of the 
times in connection with the working classes, has gone 
too far in enforcing it. So long as this law remains on the 
statute books no strike can be carried out to success and 
the growth of trade unions will be deterred. The labor 
movement must first overcome this heavy impediment before 
it can thrive in Japan.

Cup Custards, 
One may use cold milk or boiled. The

Soft Custards. 

The following custard may be used 
over cooked fruit, as well as for many 
other things, and may thus induce a 
child to eat something he needs. Fruit 
is a valuable and necessary part of the 
diet, when given in the right combina- 
tions, of which jam or jelly or pre- 
serves on bread is about the worst— 
bad, very bad, because it overworks 
the digestion or puts too much labor 
in two places. This custard may be 
frozen or mixed with cream half and 
half for a splendid icecream: | 

Whisk five egg yolks with two-thirds 


kof a cup of sugar until when the whisk 


is raised the mixture falls in a beautiful 
smooth ribbon, thén pour over it two 
cups of boiled milk, stirring constantly.

The careful cook may cook this in 
one-fourth the time directly over a bit 
of fire. If she leaves it a second too 
long and it begins to separate after she 
takes it from the stove, a little quick 
beating with an egg beater will make it 
smooth again.

MRS. L. A. E.: The simplest marma- 
lade I know of is that called amber, 
made with one fine grapefruit, one rath- 
er tart orange, and one lemon.

Measure the fruit care- 
fully, packing ti down, put into earthen 
dish, add to it three times its measure of 
water, scanting rather than adding full 
amount.

On 
the third day measure the whole and 
add an equal quantity of sugar. Boil 
until it jellies. It is better to cook this 
on a bright day and in several kettles 
instead of one. A smal] amount will 


jelly in a short time, while a large/. 


amount may require two hours of cook- 
ing. It is not a good thing to cook sugar 
so long. The more acid the fruit is the 
better it will jelly. This can be done in 
one day, but people have fancied it was 
better made the above way. If made in 
one day bring to boil slowly and cook 
till soft, en measure and add sugar 
and finish. Lemons alone make a good 
marmalade by this recipe and so do the
